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JUDGES 


William Scott Abell Dale: Has been Director of the Vancouver Art Gallery since May 1959. Born in 
Toronto in 1921, he was educated at the University of Toronto, the Courtauld Institute of London, 
and Harvard where he received his Ph.D. His career includes posts in research at the Dumbarton 
Oaks Research Library in Washington and in the National Gallery at Ottawa. He has been a Lec¬ 
turer in Fine Arts at Carleton College and Curator of the Toronto Art Gallery. In World War II 
he served in the Fleet Air Arm of the Royal Navy. He is a member of the Medieval Academy of 
America and of the Royal Society of Art, London, England. 


Alex Colville: Professor of Fine Arts at Mt. Allison University, Sackville, N.B. Born in Toronto in 
1920, he moved to Nova Scotia at an early age. Enlisting in the army, he became an army war 
artist. His works have been selected for various Canadian Biennials, the Canadian Exhibition in 
Brussels 1958 and at Stratford, Ont. in 1959. He is represented in the permanent collections of the 
the National Gallery, the Toronto Art Gallery, the New Brunswick Museum at St. John. Hamilton Art 
Gallery, London Art Gallery, and the Saskatoon Art Centre. 



INTRODUCTION 


There were two much discussed exhibitions in Europe last summer, the 
DOCUMENTA in Cassel, Germany and the ROMANTIC MOVEMENT in London. 
While the first proved that abstract art is not yet in retreat — as some 
always try to make out — the latter documented the fact that there is and 
always has been an opposition to the ruling art trends, whether these have been 
called the academic, classicism or realism. 

DOCUMENTA was a most impressive international representation of the more 
modern trends in art. These showed up somewhat differently in the fields of 
sculpture, painting and graphics; but in painting they appeared almost exclusively 
abstract. We know that abstract art has always been in existence; even 
paintings by Velasquez and Rembrandt show a tendency towards abstraction 
in their particular accentuation of mere artistic values. Today abstract implies that 
these artistic aspects are emphasized and "abstracted" from other values, 
like subject, tradition and realism, which nowadays are considered of little 
importance and sometimes are even referred to as sentimental. 

The ROMANTIC MOVEMENT, on the contrary, paid tribute to the very ideals, 
neglected for some time, which still seem to exist beyond the mere artistic 
and technical virtues and to continue despite the discovery of the human machinery 
of the conscious and the unconscious. For some people these ideals are more 
deeply rooted in personality and time than is the desire to play and to enjoy. 

Thus one could call the ROMANTIC MOVEMENT a reactionary exhibition. I don't 
think that is right. It is a reflective one while DOCUMENTA is a confession. 

Both seem to be most instructive in clearing the situation and showing the 
problems and ways of our time. Only the mediocre talents limit themselves to 
one trend or another. The best of the artists in both exhibitions display some 
virtues in either field and above all show the human quality which distinguishes a 
work of art from mere routine. 

Some might ask what all this has to do with the Fifth Winnipeg Show. It proves 
that the same problems exist everywhere. The followers of abstract and 
romantic art belong to two opposing groups. But there is no distinction in terms 
of left or right, of black or white. One should recognize that only the 
splendor of all colours creates a universe.
